“It is my belief that public meetings in 
America such as it is proposed to hold for 
the purpose of protesting against the sen- 
tence of the Rennes court-martial are un- 
timely, unfair to France and iikely to beget 
ill-feeling between that country and our 
own. 

“I shall not deny that I have always 
hoped that the sentence of the court wou'd 
be acquittal. But it Is another question to 
face the verdict of the court the moment 
that verdict has been declared with the as- 
sertion that it Is plainly against truth and 
that the court from which it issues is« guil- 
ty of base injustice and sacrilegious per- 


jury. 

“And it is still more another question to 
lay upon France the crime of the verdict 
if crime there be in it. and to throw at a 
whole people and at their government in- 
sulting epithets. Let us wait. 

“This whole matter belongs to the inter. 
nal life and to the internal administration 
of France, and international courtesy, as 
well as ordinary courtesy, bid us talk about 
lt very carefullv and very slowly. France 
is a proud, sensitive nation. 

“She wi'l deeply resent, as It is her right 
undue criticism and hasty judgment of her 
acts by a fore'gn people, and espec'ally willl 
she resent, as ft is surely her right. any 
uncal'ed-for interference with her internal 
administration and any imprudent chal- 
lenging of her national honor.”’

From one or ancther of these 
branches the butchers must buy their meat, 
In every branch the trust has installed an 
ordinary news ticker. The central head- 
quarters of this ticker service is on the 
eleventh floor of the St. James Building, at 
vyenty-sixth street and Broadway, in 
charge of Arthur Colby. 

The new rule of the beef trust 
every butcher must pay his bill once a 
week. This rule looks fairer than it is. 
Each butcher rece.ves his bill from 
trust oh Saturday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
It is then -too iate for him to settle. He 
is allowed till noon on Monday to pay the 
bill. Thetrust has => up a secret black- 
list book in which each retail butcher is 
known, not by his name, hut by a number. 
Keach wholesale branch has a number. As 
soon as a butcher pays his bill the news is 
ticked out into every Wholesale branch, Not 
unt#l that notice goes out over the tickers 
can the buicher buy any more meat, either 
‘or cash or credit. 

The wholesale houses are fined so much 
a pound for every pound of meat any of 
them sells a tutcher who has not settled 
his bill.

Purpose of the Conference at 
Chicago. 


AN INTERCHANGE OF VIEWS. 


MOST REGARD COMBINES AS A 
NECESSITY. 


The Problem Is to Enact Legislation 
Which Will Curtail Their Power 
and Repress Evils Flowing 
From Their Source. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—The trust conference 
being heid here was not called to make 
sent.ment for or against trusts. Its pu:- 
pose, as stated by the pres.d.ng officer, is 
(oO get the opinions of men of ali classes as 
a guide to legislation on the subject, if leg- 
igiation is necessary. 
Many of the delegates—there are about 
00 here—freeiy express their opinions in 
interviews: 
Iex-Gov. Foster of Ohio regards the com- 
binations as a necessity. “I am in favor of 
trusts,” he said, “and regaid them as a 
part of progress without wh.ch we cannot 
continue. I beLeve that these so-cai.ed 
irusts are inevitable, and the wisest thing .o 
do is to find out how to mitigate any ius 
that might result from abuse of the prin- 
cipie,”’ 
Albert Shaw, ed.tor of the Review of Re- 
Views, says: “What do lI think of trusts? 
Woat do i think of tne heaven.y system? i 
think that they are in@v.tavie. wweat we 
have to do ig to correct any defects t.ere 
may be in such trusts. 1 want to S@€e 
trusts properiy handled and operacved. Wheu 
they are contruned in that manner ther 
is no need to fea® any evi. results. In 
otner words, we want to take vult tue 
good there is in jrus.s and do away with 
ine bad features. 
Prof. R. T. Ely of the chair of politicai 
economy in the University of Wisconsin 
says: “I am not oppored to trusts when 
due judgment is exercised in controlling 
them. hey are necessary and dre tribu- 
tary to progress. I expect great resui:s8 
from this conference. The trust question 
probab.y never has been presented from 
sO Many points of view as it promises to be 
at tais convention.” 
Prof. John Bates Clark of the depart- 
ment of political economy of Co.umbla Uni- 
versity says: “I have come to be en.ight- 
ened. The character of this convention {s 
such and the variety of interests represent- 
ed is so great that there wi.l be a discus- 
sion of the subject of trusis from every 
possible point of view. Trusts should 
properly controlled and eupervised.’’ 
Dr. 8. A. Robinson, representing the New 
York Board of Trade, says: “I regard 
trusts as necessary, and as a natural e. o.u- 
tion of progress. The wise tring to do ts 
to deliberate upon the subject calm.y and 
try to remove those features which are un- 
just and have been criticised.” 
John R. Commons, representing, with 
Prof. Bemis the Bureau of Economic Re- 
search of New York, says: ‘I came here 
to hear from men who are bringing about 
these combinations. I do not care to hear 
from theorists and politicians, but we can- 
rot well do without them in a gat*ering of 
this kind. It is useless to abuse and attack 
the trusts. The greatest benefit woukl re- 
sult if the eonference would confine itself 
to discussing the trusts from the viewpoint 
of an inevitability.” 
F. B. Tnurber of New York, who is act- 
ing chairman of the New York delegat.on, 
Says: 
“The attitude of the New York delegates 
will be to listen and learn. We believe in 
discussion rather than denunciation. Oyr 
position is summed up in the words of Ly- 
man Abbott, who says: ‘We want light, not 
heat’ It is too early to say what_may come 
of this convention. I do not think there 
has been another gathering in this century 
of such vital interest to the country. The 
discussion will certainly illuminate’ the 
vexed subject.”’ 7

Address of W. P. Potter of Philadel- 
phia to the Conference.

The uniting of different properties under 
one management and under one con rol, 
upon a fair valuation, could not be harmful 
tu the general public, and I suomit that the 
result of trade combinations has thus far 
rot shown in any single . ase that the opera- 
t.on has been prejudicial to the rights of the 
public. 

“It is but the statement of a simple fact, 
to say that the present tendency towards 
combination and co-operation is but the 1re- 
action from the keen and exvessive com- 
petition of the past few years. Whether 
this movement for co-operation is justifiable 
or not depends upon the facts In the case. 
Whether for good or for evil is to be deter- 
mined by an examination of the results. ‘By 
their fruits ye shali know them,’ and in ar- 
ake at a conclusion, calm and careful 
consideration is called for, and the subject 
should be approached ina spirit of fairness, 
and not in bitterness or with blind denun- 
ciation. An impulse so general and so wWide- 
spread in the bus ness world must have 
cause for its existence. 

“The rights of the public are not to be ig- 
nored in any event; but so long as these 
rights are respected the individual is cer- 
tainly at liberty to concentrate his canital 
and combine h’‘s resources w:-th his fellows 
in the same line of business for their mu- 
tual. benefit. 

“The demand for commodities of all kinds 
at the present time is Sreesy in excess of 
what it has ever been, and it ts required, 
too, that they be furnished more cheaply 
than ever before. Experience has shown 
that these demands can be met only by the 
emnrloyment of large cap'tal. and upon 4 
most extensive scale of working. 

“Civiligation has advanced, and a tom- 
fortab'e scale of living tas been brought 
within the reach of the average man, 
just in proportion to the deve'onment of 
business along these lines of co-operation 
and eembiration. First. {t was the in-« 
d'vidua! working by himself tn his particu- 
lar Hne. Then came the urton of two or 
more irdividuals into a partnershiv. This 
was followed by the formation of the small 
corporation. and from that grew the large 
corporation, and the last and present etage 
of develonment ig the union or partnerehin 
of t*e emall corporations into the grand 
aggregation, often miscaled a trust.

‘One immediate and wholesome effect of 
such a tonic would be the impartial en- 
forcement of wise laws against all offend- 
ers, and the repeal of obviously unw'se 
‘aws, revardless of the protests of tbeir 
beneficiaries. No unliwful trust cou'd 
stand for a day in the face of a public 
sentiment so actuated.”

The scientific method of Lagging the crop 
{is the result of an Indiana man’s ingenuity. 
He is Thomas Farrer of Shelbyville, who 
perhaps knows more en the subject of prac- 

ical frogology than does any other man in 
the Mississipp! Valley. For some years }'ar- 
rer was in the habit of going to the wilds 
of Arkansas annvally on hunting and fish- 
ing expeditions. He discovered, while out at 
night carrying a blazing pine cut, that the 
frogs would cease croaking as the light 

assed, but would not jump into,the water, 

he thought orzcurred to him that perhaps 
they were charmed or delighted with the 
light, as seals are said to be with music. 
The thought of trying to catch. one of the 
big frogs that abound in that section was 
carried into execution, the result being that 
with the aid-of a light he had no great 
trouble in picking them up. He found that 
the brighter the Hght the easier his task 
was and the more deeply hypnotized was 
the frog. 

This bezan the evolution of the present 
calcium light effect which he gets by taking 
an ordinary new tin bucket, sbifting the 
tandle to the side end putting a.lantern in- 
side cf it. Tha bottom and sides act as & 
reflector, and with the shifted handle it is 
easily carried and the light thrown full 

lare on the frog. When it hits his eyes he 

s asleep and he kncws nothing more until 
he {s safely inside cf the bag which the 
hunter swings aroi.nd his neck. Mr. Farrer 
does net see a large cnough demand ahead 
to warrant him in patonting the lamp and 
he tells how any one can make it for com- 
paratively nothing, He says: “Make an 
ordinary milk bucket, well polished on the 
inside. Have a tinner cut a hole in one 
side largc enough to adnut a lamp with aA 
No. 2 burner, or, better stfil-a ‘lante™

There was trouble about unnecessary clerks in the recent 
Missouri Legislature, and the Illinois Legislature has also 
been expensive in that way. The State of Illinois paid $7878 
to police the Capitol last winter and $15,776 for “‘committee 
clerks.”
